This is just $100,000 less 
than was paid President McCurdy, 
who recently resigned.

_Astor and a director in several banks 
and other corporations.

St. Peterburg, Dec. 13.—Via Eydtkuhnen, Dec. 14.—The re- 


port of a fresh massacre of Jews in-which 500 persons lost their 
lives, was received this raorniag from Turisk, Volhynia. The 
massacre was incised, by a local priest, who called on the Christian 
population to rise and exterminate the Jews. A mog formed and 
attacked all the Jewish shops, killing and abusing all Jews who fell 
into its hands. The few Jews who escaped from the mob are 
destitute. 


Following the massacre the priest, who incited the 
outrage 


preached a sermon m which he praised the awful deed. The local 
ecclesiastical authorities ordered that this sermon should be print- 
ed and distributed broadcast throughout the country. It is feared 
the result of this action will be to incite fresh massacres of Jews. 


A mutiny has broken out an:ong the soldiers in the city, al- 


though it is impossible to tell how seriaus it is. Four 
regiments 


have joined in a notice sent to theworkingmeii in which they say: 


"You do not need to fear the beaueaucracy any longer. We 


are with you and we are resolved to annihilate ail reactionaries. 
If we are ordered to firs on you w e will not obey. Will not spare 
our cartridges, but they will not be directed against you."

IN A fERMENT 


fort Seized at Riga and Provisional 


Government Organized. 


SOLDIERS JOIN INSURGENTS 


General Uprising of Peasants In the 


District, Owners of Estates Being 
Driven Offer Killed—Russian Finan- 
cial Situatiorr'Desperate — Massacre 
of Jews at Odessa. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 12 (via Eydt- 


kuhnen, Prussia, Dec. 14).—A provis- 
ional government has been set up in 
the Baltic province of Livonia, accord- 
ing to messengers who have arrived 
here from Riga. They report that 
many 
of 
the troops 
have 
gone 


over to the insurrectionists. Dvina 
fortress, which commands Riga har- 
bor, is in their possession, and the gov- 
ernor and ether Russian officials are 
prisoners. 
The messengers add that 


the provisional government exercises 
throughout Livonia and part of Cour- 
land. The new government has de- 
clared the separation of the Lithuanian 
people from the Russian 'empire. They 
have chosea new local oflicials, and 
have decreed the closing of the spirits 
shops and breweries and annulment 
of contracts between the peasants and 
tbe land owners. There is a general 
uprising of the native peasants, who 
are traveling in armed bands, attack- 
ing the estates and driving off or kill- 
ing their owners. 


•A veritable panic prevails on the 


bourse. The complete collapse of busi- 
ness in the provinces has been attend- 
ed by many bankruptcies. 


The agrarian disturbances are ex- 


tending almost to the\. gates of this 
city. The country mansions of many 
nobles, including Count Shakhovskoie, 
have been burned. 
' 


Strikers fought a duel with a Cos- 


sack patrol in the -outlying industrial 
village of Gorodistcht. The strikers 
stood their ground with 
revolvers, 


emptying four saddles and forcing the 
Cossacks to retreat. The workmen's 
council of Moscow has adhered to the 
decision of the St Petersburg council 
in deciding against a general strike. It 
develops that the council's funds have 
been exhausted in supporting 16,000 
idle workmen. 


Efforts to break the post and tele- 


graph strike have been unsuccessful. 
The volunteer carriers are boycotted 
and taunte'd in the streets. 


N°ws from Kursk says that two reg- 


iments which refused to protect landed 
estates from the peasants have been 
ordered back to that town. The pub- 
lishers of Moscow have decided to 
defy \he press laws. 


A report is in circulation here that 


General Count Alexis Ignatieff 
has 


been arrss.ted by order of the emperor 
for plotting to establish a dictatorship. 
Inquiry at Count Ignatieff's house 
failed to elicit either confirmation or 
denial of the story. 


The League of Leagues has issued 


an address declaring that the recent 
acts of the government proved it was 
attempting to suppress the emancipa- 
tion movement and demonstrated that 
political freedom could only be ob- 
tained by an armed struggle, in which 
all the progressive elements were in- 
vited to join. 


The Russian oflicials are being ex- 


pelled from the provinces, and many 
of them have been killed in the streets 
of the towns. There is a reign of ter- 
ror at Riga. Women and children are 
living in the upper stories of houses 
and foreign, merchants are winding up 
their business or abandoning every- 
thing in order to escape. 


It is doubtful whether the promise 


of local self-government contained in 
the imperial ukase will have much ef- 
fect, at least for the present, but it 
furnishes ample proof that the govern- 
ment realizes it^is helpless to restore 
order without granting heavy conces- 
sions. The partial concessions grant- 
ed to the people of the Baltic provinces 
are bound to encourage the Poles, 
Georgians and other border peoples.

Mexico's 


Christmas 


T 


O one who has boon awny from 
the United States for a term of, 
years the Christmas holidays 
there seem like a feverish rush, 


and the simple pleasures indulged in 
during the nine days of posadas in 
Mexico are returned to with a certain 
measure of relief. 


A posada is an Inn, and the idea per- 


vading these festivities is that story, 
known to all the world, of Caesar Au- 
gustus, who, in the height of his pow- 
er, wished to know the number of peo- 
ple who bowed beneath his scepter. 
In order to determine the fact he de- 
creed that a census should be taken of 
all the nations < composing the great 
Roman empire. To effect this Augus- 
tus sent twenty-four commissioners to 
the different parts of his'world. The 
edict commanded that every person, 
rich or poor, weak or strong, should go 
to the place of his birth or to the orig- 
inal place of his family to have his or 
her name inscribed in the Roman regis- 
try. 


Joseph and Mary, who were both of 


the royal house of David, went to the 
town of Bethlehem. They found it so 
full of people on the same mission that 
they wandered about the town for nine 
days seeking shelter. On the ninth day 
they were allowed to stay in tbe stable 
of a posada, and there the Nino Santo, 
or Holy Child, was born. The posadas 
are held for nine evenings in commem- 
oration of those weary days'. 


Of course there are miserable homes 


where no sign of a posada Is held, but 
Mexicans, rich and poor, are generous. 
No matter how dirty and ragged, every 
one is welcome in the churches, beauti- 
fully decorated, and at the nightly po- 
sadas held in them, though there the 
penatas are omitted, as the celebra- 
tions are entirely of a religious nature. 


To the children the penatas are very 


important features of the season. They

represent men. women, goats and oth- 
er animals, beautiful flowers, immense 
chrysanthemums, giant roses and peo- 
nies, lovely dahlias, nuns, monks in full 
costume and graceful musical instru- 
ments. Each figure contains, an empty 
jap or penata of pottery, which is hid- 
den by the decorations or costumes of 
colored tissue paper, most skillfully 
applied. 
The jars are filled with 


goodies and unbreakable toys. 


When friends have been invited to a 


posada the house is decorated with 
evergreens and mosses, flowers and 
tinsel iu all the rooms and corridors. 
In one room is the scene in the stable 
of Bethlehem — the stable yard and 
servants, the animals, trees and plants, 
groups of Biblical characters, little toy 
fountains. All that money can do to 
beautify the beginning of the "old. old 
story" is done according to the taste 
and means of the host and hostess. 
The little manger, amid soft lights and 
draperies, stands ready for the Nino 
Santo. 


A procession of the guests and family 


forms in another part of the house, and 
the pilgrims, or peregrines, march two 
and two. led by one who carries the 
Babe.. Singing sweet hymns and the 
litanies, they gc through the house, 
winding in and out of the rooms and 
galleries. 


At last the wanderers stop at the 


door of the room in which is the man- 
ger. Two voices,, representing Mary 
and Joseph, in a wailing hymn beg to 
be admitted. Voices within chant a 
denial. Finally a voice announces who 
they are that plead for shelter; then 
the door is thrown open, and the-pere- 
grinos are allowed to enter. The Babe 
ts placed in the manger, often by a 
priest, and songs of rejoicing burst 
forth.

In a convenient pJa^e the penata is 


suspended, and the littie folk, and big 
oacs who choose to take part in tbe 
merriment, are WindfoMed one at a 
time, turned around a time or two, 
then given a stick with w.'jicb to brenk 
the jar 1f possible. So mnny trials, 
then another tries. \Vben one succeeds 
tbe contents fni! to 1be floor and a 
scramble follows to see who jr^ls 1be 
most. In some old families there are 
eveninc1* when the numerous servants 
partake of 1be joys of tbe po*afla and 
sh«re in tbe souvenir*: and refresh- 
ments provided.—Collier's Weekly.

Time for Roosevelt to Act, 


(Pittshurg Post.} 


Thomas F. Ryan Tuesday gave the 


testimony before the New York legis- 
lative committee investigating the life 
insurance companies' affairs which lie 
had refused to give at a preceding 
session of the committee concerning 
his conversations with E. H. Harri- 
man. As was anticipated, it was to 
the effect that 
Mr. Harriman had 


thieatened to use political influence 
to prevent the carrying | out of the 
plan of reorganization of the Equita- 
ble Assurance company's affairs pro- 
posed by Mr. Ryan, and whi6h has 
since gone into effect. Mr. Harriman 
desired to Become a co-owner with 
Mr. Ryan of the stock of the company 
purchased by the latter, and also to 
have the privilege 
of naming two 


trustees to hold the stock, 
besides 


the three named by Mr. Ryan. Upon 
the refusal of the latter to agree to 
these propositions Mr. Harriman, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ryan, made the above- 
mentioned threat which Mr. Ryan 
says he understood to mean that leg- 
islative action would be'taken against 
his plan. 


In all probability Mr. Harriman 


will dney having made the utterances 
attributed to him, or that he meant 
what he said in the sense understood 
by Mr. Ryan. 
However, the public 


will be generally inclined to believe 
that Mr. Ryan stated the case pretty 
correctly. Mr. Harriman has influen- 
tial political relations, and he would 
not be likely to be averse to making 
use of them if needed. It is known 
that politics entered largely into the 
affairs of the big life insurance com- 
panies. Their officers, without war- 
rant of law, expended large sums of 
money to gain the favor of influential 
poltical leaders, and Mr. Harriman 
was close to some of the latter. 


Mr. Ryan testified that he believed 


Elihu Root, at present secretary of 
state, was "present when Mr. Harri 
man made some of his threats. If 
this was the case it is evident that 
the legislative investigating commit- 
tee should call another member of the 
President's cabinet besides Mr. Cor- 
telyou before it.

"PLANTS FOR RAINMAKING. 


Cfaarlea M. Hat field Predicts That Ev- 


ery American City Will Have O»«. 
Charles M. Hatneld, the young man 


of Los Angeles who is called a "rain- 
maker," -was in San Francisco recently 
on his way from Grass valley, where 
he claims to have fulfilled a contract 
to break the drought that afflicted that 
region for 192 consecutive days, says 
the San Francisco Examiner. 


Hatneld was called to Grass valley 


by a message from the South Yubu 
Water company, offering him $250 to 
break the drought, or $10 for each inch 
of rain up to five inches -within one 
Tveek. This was about Xov. 14. The 
storm arrived a few days ago, and now 
the South Yuba reservoirs are full of 
water. 


'•I succeeded all right and got my 


money," said Hatfield. "When I ar- 
rived my employers sent me to Lake 
Spuulding, one of the reservoirs in the 
high Sierras, at an elevation of 5.000 
feet. There 1 conducted my thirtieth 
successful test in California, my first 
however, out of the southern portion of 
the state. I broke the greatest drought 
California had suffered from in fifty I 
years. 


"We had twq rains. The first was a 


fall of 1.10 inches: the second was in 
eighteen inches of snow. That iay ex- 
periment was responsible for the unu- 
sually heavy downpour is proved by 
the fact that it was the heaviest in all 
that region. My work done. I came 
here because I understood the board of 
supervisors of Marin county wished 
me to make a test in the vicinity of 
San Rafael. 


"In April I go under contract from 


the British government to ewe of its 
colonies where the soil is rich in pre- 
cious minerals, but owing to the scarce 
rainfall no water can be bad. I have 
articles of agreement signed and scal- 
ed, and I leave here April 1."

Profesor Edwin H. Hall, the noted 


Harvard athletic authority, has come 
to the front in the December issue 
of the School Review with some most 
radical suggestions concerning athlet- 
ic professionalism and its remedies. 
The Review is published at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and this article by 
Professor Hall was solicited by the 
university editors, who believe that 
the Harvard man has a practical sol- 
ution for the evils of professionalism 
in athletics. Prof. Hall has the fol- 
lowing new rules to suggest: 


"A statute of limitation for the ath- 


lete who has competed for money be- 
fore entering college." 


On this point Professor Hall be- 


lieves that the competing for prizes 
by boys before they enter college is 
not necessarily evidence of profes- 
'sionalism, hut should the athlete re- 
frain from such competition after he 
enters college or after he is old 
enough to Realize the 
evils of such 


competition, he should not be forever 
barred, but kept out of athletics for 
the first two years 
of his 
college 


course only. 


"All athlete should he required to 


pass all their studies and not be al- 
lowed to 'drop out* as they do in some 
schools in the east." 


"No 'special' students 
should be 


allowed to compete at any time. The 
one-year's prohibition rule is wrong." 


'No athlete holding a bachelor's 


degree should be allowed to compete 
—- this to discourage students return- 
ing after graduation simply for ath- 
letics." 


"No man above 24 years should be 


allowed to compete." 


The reason 
assigned 
for this is 


that the semi-professional 
athletes 


who go to college for athletics would 
be eliminated. 
Professor Hall de- 


clares that some of the crack athletes 
in the east are 30 years old. 


"No team should be allowed to play 


more than one match each week." 


In some respects the suggestions of 


Professor Hall are much the same as 
those practiced in the middle west 
now. 
The rule concerning the age 


limit is not thought to be necessary 
by the Chicago athletic authorities 
who studied the suggestions yester- 
day. 
No University of Chicago ath- 


lete ever competed above the age of 
30 and but two above the age of 24. 


These officials also believe that the 


suggestion to keep all graduate stu- 
dents out of competition, would work 
hardship in many cases. 


Especially will this be so since the 


new fieshmen rule has gone into ef- 
fect. 
Prof. Hall's suggestion would 


lessen the years of competition to 
three years. 
The suggestion for a 


period of limitations for the boys who 
competed for prizes before they en- 
tered colleges is thought to be a prac- 
tical one. 


Dr. Raj croft cited that many of the 


best athletes as well as the best stu- 
dents in western college athletics had 
competed for prizes before they ever 
thought of entering colleges. 
Where 


there was no intent to become a pro- 
fessional the present rule is thought 
to be too harsh. In fact, the confer- 
ence committee has tempered this 
rule in its application. The case of 
Hugo Bezdek is an example. On the 
whole the Chicago officials 
believe 


that Professor Hall has the situation 
sized up correctly.
